Stanford couple victims 
in Danville triple-murder 



Mickey Goodwin 


Assistant 
coach killed 
in wreck

LANCASTER — A 
Lincoln County assistant 
football coach died Friday 
after a motorcycle wreck in 
Garrard County. 

Michael Goodwin, known 
to friends as Mickey, was air¬ 
lifted from the scene of the 
wreck along U.S. 27, but later 
died, according to local 
sources familiar with the fam- 
ily. 

Goodwin was an assistant 
football coach for Lincoln 
County High School. At the 
team’s football game Friday 
night, coaches pondered for¬ 
feiting the game, but when 
family members of Goodwin 
were contacted, they told the 
coaches to ’’play on," accord¬ 
ing to Interior Journal Sports 
Editor Nancy Leedy. 

Lincoln football head 
Coach Mike Settles had to 
break the news to his players 
hours before the game against 
Bourbon County, which 
Lincoln lost 55-14. 

“It’s so unfortunate. You 
can’t take life for granted,” 
Settles said. “Mickey loved 
kids. He loved football. It 
didn’t seem real to them. It hit 
them like it hit me. He was 
such an inspiration to the 
team, and it’s difficult to real¬ 
ize we won’t see Mickey 
Goodwin again. He wanted to 
make a difference in kids’ 
lives and he did - that showed 
two hours before the game in 
our locker room.” 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said Garrard

DANVILLE — A gunman 
who killed three people 
Friday at a Danville business 
remained at large Tuesday, 
while friends and family 
mourned two of the victims 
— a couple who lived in 
Stanford — at a visitation in 
Somerset. 

At about 9 a.m. Friday, an 
unknown suspect robbed and 
killed Mike and Angela 
Hockensmith of Stanford — 
owners of ABC Gold, 
Games and More — along 
with Daniel R Smith, a buyer 
and seller of gold and pre¬ 
cious metals who visited the 
store regularly. 

The robbery was reported 
by the Hockensmiths’ 9- 
year-old son, who was at the 
store along with the couple’s 
14-month-old daughter. 

The couple had owned the 


business only a few months. 
Angela home-schooled and 
often brought the two chil¬ 
dren with her to the store. 

The couple “were very 
dedicated to serving others,” 
said Brett Benton, pastor at 
Mitchellsburg Baptist 
Church, where Mike 
Hockensmith had recently 
become the youth minister. 
He described the couple as 
having a lot of energy and 
being focused on serving. 

“They both loved their 
kids so much,” Benton said. 
“They were full of love, full 
of energy. They put that 
toward working with others 
and working for others.” 

The Hockensmith’s chil¬ 
dren have been placed with 
their grandparents following 
the shootings. 

Police have been search¬ 
ing for whoever committed 
the murders without the 
assistance of any surveil¬ 
lance footage of the crimes. 


Steve Divine, a family 
friend of the Hockensmiths 
and co-owner of the busi¬ 
ness, said the store had cam¬ 
eras, but the previous busi¬ 
ness owner had removed the 
recording equipment when 
he left and they had been 
unable to buy more since 
purchasing the shop a few 
months ago. 

Divine said he believes 
Smith may have been the 
primary target of the rob¬ 
bery, as he was thought to 
carry large sums of money. 

The unknown suspect is 
now being described as a 
white male; 40 to 50 years 
old; with a stocky build, pos¬ 
sibly having a pot belly; and 
a dingy gray or yellow 
beard. Witnesses believe he 
may have been wearing dark 
black sunglasses and a green 
Army jacket. Danville Police 
Chief Tony Gray explained 
that the description was a 
collaboration of multiple

EUBANK — The grand¬ 
daughter of an elderly couple 
who died in a house fire the 
night of Nov. 20 is being 
held in an Adair County 
juvenile facility on charges 
she set the fire that killed her 
grandparents. 

Everett Garland, 64, and 
Linda Garland, 60, were pro¬ 
nounced dead Thursday after 
being found inside their 
burned-out house in the 
Eubank community, accord¬ 
ing to state police. 

State Police spokesman 
Trooper Robert Purdy said a 
juvenile has been charged 
with two counts of murder 
and one count of first-degree 
arson in the case. 


witnesses. 

According to Gray, the 
suspect may have gotten 
away in a newer model gray 
or silver van, which had 
been backed into the alley 
leading to the drive-thru of 
Rainbow Cleaners. It 
appears the suspect exited in 
the van onto Fackler Street 
heading east. 

“We also believe that the 
suspect may have been in the 
area the day before,” Gray 
said. Police are searching in 
the area for witnesses and 
canvassing businesses with 
video surveillance evidence 
for anybody who may have 
seen the suspect on Thursday 
or Friday. “We are still ask¬ 
ing the community for help.” 

“We are confident in the 
way this is going,” Gray 
said.

The juvenile was inside 
the home and set the fire 
while the Garlands were in 
their bedroom, Purdy said. 
The juvenile escape the fire 
unharmed. 

Family members and 
Lincoln County Coroner 
Farris Marcum have con¬ 
firmed the juvenile is the 16- 
year-old granddaughter of 
the Garlands. 

Rusty Garland, the son of 
Linda and Everett Garland, 
said the granddaughter is his 
niece. Linda and Everett 
Garland had custody of their 
granddaughter, he said. 

The fire at the modular 
home on Joe McMullin Road 
began shortly before 11 p.m. 
Wednesday, according to

Elderly 

Stanford 

woman 

raped

STANFORD — An elder¬ 
ly Stanford woman was in 
the hospital in unknown con¬ 
dition Monday after she was 
allegedly raped during a bur¬ 
glary Friday night. 

Stanford Police Chief 
Keith Middleton said police 
believe the burglary and rape 
occurred during a "forced 
home invasion" on Star 
Avenue around 
10 or 11 p.m. 

"(The elderly 
woman) was 
robbed and 
raped by what 
she described 
as a black 
male," Middleton said. "... 
it’s a sad situation." 

The woman, who is in her 
90s, was taken to Ephraim 
McDowell Regional Medical 
Center for treatment. 
Middleton said Monday her 
condition was unknown and 
didn’t know if she would 
recover from her injuries. 

Police have not arrested or 
charged anyone in connec¬ 
tion with the incident, but 
Middleton said Kevin 
Montez Higgins, 27, is con¬ 
sidered a "primary person of 
interest." 

Higgins has had multiple 
run-ins with law enforce¬ 
ment over the years. Most 
recently, he was in the news 
in March for allegedly steal¬ 
ing a car, leading a police 
chase across Lincoln County 
and getting into a scuffle 
with a deputy sheriff. 

Higgins was arrested 
Saturday morning after 
apparently breaking into a 
different home on Star 
Avenue and stealing jewelry 
and a knife before going to 
sleep in one of the home’s 
bedrooms. 

Middleton said the family 
living in the home was sur¬ 
prised to find a stranger in 
their house when they got 
up. 

"They awoke to find him 
sleeping in the bedroom," he 
said. "(The family) left the 
residence and called police." 

Officer Tim Morris was 
dispatched to the scene and 
arrested Higgins without 
incident. 

Higgins has been charged 
with second-degree burglary 
and theft by unlawful taking. 

Middleton said it’s possi¬ 
ble Higgins robbed and 
raped the elderly woman 
before heading down the 
street and breaking into the 
second house. 

Police executed a search

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2013: YEAR IN REVIEW 


Kentucky's high school 
teacher of the year award 
goes to Lincoln teacher 


This story originally ran 
in The Interior Journal on 
Oct. 24. 

FRANKFORT — One of 
Lincoln County's own is one 
of Kentucky's best teachers. 

Joanna Stevens, a math 
teacher at Lincoln County 
High School, was named the 
2013 High School Teacher 
of the Year last week. 

"It was a complete sur¬ 
prise," said Stevens, who 
thought she would be elimi¬ 
nated from contention for 
the statewide award because 
she has only three years of 
experience under her belt. 
"When they started reading 
the bio ... that's when I 
knew." 

Gov. Steve Beshear and 
Kentucky Department of 
Education Commissioner 
Terry Holliday were on hand 
for the awards ceremony last 
week where Stevens and two 
other teachers were picked 
as the cream of the 
Bluegrass state's crop. 

Fayette County teacher 
Melanie Trowel was named 
Middle School Teacher of 
the Year; Murray 
Elementary School teacher 
Holly Bloodworth was 
named Elementary School 
Teacher of the Year and the 
overall 2013 Teacher of the 
Year. 

Lincoln County High 
School Principal Tim 
Godbey said she has seen 
Stevens in action in the 
classroom and the award is 
"well-deserved." 

"For a teacher with three 
years of experience under 
her belt, she certainly per¬ 
forms on a daily basis as one 
with many more years of 
experience," he said. "She's 
a phenomenal teacher. What 
sets her apart is for her, it's 
not just about covering the 
content, it's not about 'well, I 
taught it.' For her, it's about 
the kids learning the materi¬ 
al." 

Stevens is teaching at the 
same high school she gradu¬ 
ated from in 2005, and she 
works with many teachers 
who taught her back then. 

Stevens said when she 
was a little girl, she had 
wanted to be a teacher like 
her mom. Then, in high 
school, she began tutoring 
other students and rediscov¬ 
ered that little girl's desire. 

"That kind of revived my 
aspiration to be a teacher," 
she said. 

Stevens went to the 
University of Kentucky and 
took a job teaching at 
Lafayette High School after 
she graduated. A year later, a 
position opened at Lincoln 
County High School, and 
she had an opportunity to 
come home. 

"I'm glad to be a Patriot 
again and give back to the 
community that gave so 
much to make me who I 
am," she said. 

Stevens teaches math and 
said as she was growing up,

she was certain she wanted 
her career to be "math-affili¬ 
ated." 

With a dad who worked as 
a 4-H agent and a mom who 
is also a high school teacher, 
Stevens said that gave her an 
early understanding of 
working with youth. 

Stevens' husband helps 
her out in the classroom, too 
— in a way. 

"It's beneficial that my 
husband is a civil engineer," 
she said. "It's very conven¬ 
ient for real-world examples 
of math." 

Beyond her classroom, 
Stevens is also a coaching- 
session instructor, extended 
school services coordinator 
and professional learning 
community facilitator for 
the high school. 

She leads the academic 
team as head coach and she's 
involved with the Kentucky 
Education Association, 
Lincoln County High 
School Patriot Club and 
Lincoln County 

Distinguished Young 

Women Committee. 

This was the 13th year 
Ashland Inc. and the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education have co-spon¬ 
sored the Kentucky Teacher 
Achievement Awards. 
Applications for the pro¬ 
gram were distributed across 
the state, and the first tier of 
the selection process was 
completed in August, with 
24 teachers selected as 2014 
Ashland Inc. Teachers 
Achievement Award win¬ 
ners. 

Ten top scorers — three 
each from the elementary 
and middle school levels 
and four from the high 
school level — were select¬ 
ed, and teams of educators 
visited their classrooms to 
view them at work and to 
conduct personal interviews. 

From those 10, three were 
selected as 2014 Kentucky 
Teachers of the Year. The 
selection of the overall 
Kentucky Teacher of the 
Year was based on the com¬ 
pilation of scores from all 
phases of judging. 

Stevens said she thinks 
her success in teaching 
comes down to having pas¬ 
sion and enthusiasm for 
what she does. 

"My students deserve my 
best every day," she said. 
"They're the reason I do 
what I do."

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ed Lawson’s Jewelry in Harrodsburg 
before arriving at ABC. Gray said that 
they are assuming the suspect took 
money belonging to Smith, as there 
was no money found on him. 

Boyle County Coroner Dr. Don 
Hamner confirmed that the victims 
died of multiple gunshot wounds. 

After the 9-year-old made a 911 call 
to report the shootings, area schools 
and government buildings were placed 
on lock-down for several hours as 
police searched for the suspect. 
Lincoln County schools were placed 
on a "modified lock-down," where all 
outside activities were cancelled. 

By early afternoon, the lock-downs 
had been lifted, but the shooter had not 
been found. 

Hundreds of people gathered 
Sunday night in Danville for a prayer 
vigil in the wake of the murders, com¬ 
ing together to remember the three vic¬ 
tims. 

“We wanted to pray for the chil¬ 
dren,” said 6-year-old Alex Owens of 
Junction City, who attended the vigil 
with his mother, Becky Cook. Alex 
attends Junction City Elementary 
School and said he was scared during 
the lockdown on Friday as authorities 


searched the community for the gun¬ 
man. 

Others spoke of the couple’s kind¬ 
ness and willingness to help out any¬ 
one. Mary Burgess and David Poling 
said they had been the recipients of 
Mike Hockensmith’s kindness one day 
at the store. 

“We were pretty tight for money one 
week,” said Poling, explaining that 
Burgess took a $10 VCR to the store 
and Hockensmith gave her $30 for it so 
she would be able to buy insulin. 

That was the first time the couple 
met Hockensmith. 

“He was just amazing. He was a 
good guy. You could tell that he loved 
God. You could tell that he would do 
anything for anyone,” Burgess said, 
tearing up. 

Family members of the 
Hockensmiths attended the event and 
said the deaths had hit the family “pret¬ 
ty hard.” 

“They were incredible people,” said 
Ariana Carpenter, a cousin of Angela 
Hockensmith. Carpenter said the fami¬ 
ly is “in shock.” 

Since then... 

On Oct. 9, dozens of officers 
swarmed Main Street Baptist Church 
in Burnside, the adjacent parsonage 


and a pawn shop in Somerset, and 
charged a preacher, Kenneth Allen 
Keith, with the three murders and 
armed robbery. No one in Pulaski 
County or Danville who knew Keith 
could believe he was responsible for 
such brutal acts. 

But court records revealed how 
much evidence Danville police had 
collected in their investigation of 
Keith, who previously had owned a 
pawn shop at the ABC location and 
knew the Hockensmiths and Smith 
through his church and business rela¬ 
tionships. Among the items recovered 
in the searches executed at Keith’s 
church, home and business were .22 
caliber shell casings that matched 
those recovered at the crime scene, 
money bands used to wrap $40,000 in 
cash Smith had obtained from a 
Lexington bank the day before the 
murders, 16 guns, suspected blood evi¬ 
dence and several hair pieces. 

Keith’s family hired well-known 
Somerset attorney Mark Stanziano, 
who has maintained his client’s inno¬ 
cence and entered a not guilty plea on 
his behalf. Stanziano’s efforts to have 
Keith’s $1 million bond reduced were 
unsuccessful, and he remains in the 
Boyle County Detention Center. His 
next court appearance is scheduled for 
Feb. 4.

The Lincoln County 
Sheriff’s Office and “a 
bunch of “ Lincoln County 
fire department stations 
responded to the scene, 
along with state police, 
Marcum said. 

Once the fire was extin¬ 
guished, Everett Garland’s 
body was found near a back 
door of the house, where he 
had apparently been trying 
to escape the flames. Linda 
Garland was found in the 
couple’s bedroom, Marcum 
said. 

“She was found inside the 
bedroom, kneeling down 
beside the bed, covered up 
with a blanket, trying to pro¬ 
tect herself,” he said. 

Marcum said he pro¬ 
nounced Everett Garland 
dead at the scene of the fire 
in the early Thursday morn¬ 
ing hours. 

Purdy said first respon¬ 
ders were initially hopeful 
they could save Linda 
Garland. 

“The female victim was 
taken out of the bedroom by 
a firefighter and they tried 
to revive her on the way to 
the hospital,” he said. 

Linda Garland was pro¬ 


nounced dead at Lake 
Cumberland Regional 
Medical Center by the 
Pulaski County coroner. 

State Police Arson 
Investigator Pat Alford and 
a state fire marshal were on 
the scene Thursday morning 
investigating the cause of 
the fire. They did not com¬ 
ment on the record about 
their investigation. 

Purdy said Alford’s 
investigation of the scene 
was completed Thursday. 
The results of that investi¬ 
gation will be kept private 
and likely presented to a 


grand jury when the case is 
ready to move forward, he 
said. 

State police will also not 
be releasing information 
about possible motives the 
juvenile may have had for 
setting the fire. That infor¬ 
mation will similarly 
remain private and then be 
presented to a grand jury, 
Purdy said. 

Autopsies performed 
Friday in Frankfort deter¬ 
mined the cause of death for 
Linda and Everett Garland 
to be smoke inhalation, 
Purdy said. 


The granddaughter had a 
detention hearing Thursday 
and is being held in a juve¬ 
nile detention facility in 
Adair County for now, 
according to state police. 

Purdy said while the 
juvenile is currently being 
charged as a minor, it’s pos¬ 
sible she could be charged 
as an adult because she is 16 
years old. That decision will 
be up to the 
Commonwealth's Attorney 
in charge of the case, he 
said. 

"Now, it's in the hands of 
the courts," he said. 
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County Deputy Sheriff James 
Napier handled the wreck. 


Since then... 

Following Goodwin’s 
death, the Lincoln County 
football team dedicated its

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warrant on Higgins and used a rape 
kit to obtain evidence that will be 
tested in Frankfort to determine 
whether Higgins is the rapist or 
not. 

Middleton said he doesn't know 
how long it might take for the 
results to come back. 

"I'm going to try to request that 
they expedite it because of her age 


and the violence involved," he 
said. 

There are other persons of inter¬ 
est police suspect could have com¬ 
mitted the rape, Middleton said. 

Whoever committed the crimes 
against the elderly woman will 
likely face charges of first-degree 
robbery, first-degree burglary and 
first-degree rape, Middleton said. 
Those charges could go up in 
severity if the woman does not sur¬ 
vive, he added. 


Since then... 

The elderly woman survived her 
injuries and was soon released from 
the hospital and taken to an undis¬ 
closed location. 

When the DNA results returned, 
they indicated Higgins was the 
rapist who burglarized the woman, 
police said. 

Higgins has been indicted three 
times this year — once for the 
alleged March police pursuit and 


assault; once for the burglary where 
he was allegedly found in a bed¬ 
room; and once for the burglary and 
rape. 

Higgins was released from jail 
following his March arrest because 
he wasn’t indicted for the alleged 
crimes within 60 days of being 
charged. 

He allegedly committed the Star 
Avenue burglaries and rape a few 
weeks after being released and a 
few weeks before he was finally 


indicted for the March incident. 
Higgins eventually pleaded guilty to 
charges of theft by unlawful taking, 
fleeing or evading police and third- 
degree assault for the March case. 

He was sentenced to five years in 
prison for those crimes in 
December. 

Police have said while Higgins 
has a long history of run-ins with 
law enforcement, his behavior had 
never been especially violent in the 
past.

'From the 
mouths 
of babes' 

5th-grader shows wisdom while officials 
freak out unnecessarily over religion 


When children speak the 
truth, adults often squirm 
and shut them up. 

That’s apparently what 
happened to Zachary 
Golob-Drake last month 
after he delivered a speech 
entitled “In the Name of 
Religion” to his 5th grade 
class at Patel Partnership 
School in Tampa, Florida. 

The teacher initially 
applauded Zachary’s 
speech, awarding him first 
prize and an opportunity 
to compete to represent 
his school at the regional 
4-H Tropicana Public 
Speech Contest. 

But later that same day, 
school officials had sec¬ 
ond thoughts. 

An assistant principal 
took Zachary aside and 
explained that the speech 
wasn’t appropriate for 4th 
and 5th graders. As 
Zachary told WFLA-TV, 
“She thought that proba¬ 
bly I would have to 
rewrite my speech, take 
the religion out or not 
compete.” 

Stripped of his blue rib¬ 
bon, Zachary was found 
crying when his older 
brother came to pick him 
up at school. 

After family members 
protested, the school 
returned the ribbon. But 
still-worried administra¬ 
tors postponed the school¬ 
wide contest until parents 
signed permission slips 
allowing their children to 
hear the speeches. 

What’s the scary, con¬ 
troversial, age-inappropri¬ 
ate content in Zachary’s 
speech that young children 
shouldn’t hear without 
parental consent? 

“The world’s major reli¬ 
gions all have messages 
about coexisting,” he 
writes. But sometimes 
people “use religion as an 
excuse to take each 
other’s lives.” He cites the 
Crusades, Genghis Khan, 
and the terrorist attacks on 
9/11 as examples. 

Despite news reports to 
the contrary, school offi¬ 
cials now claim that the 
“topic of mass murders” 
and not religion is the 
issue. 

That’s strange, because 
Zachary’s short speech 
isn’t graphic or inflamma¬ 
tory. He merely states the 
obvious: “Religious dif¬ 
ferences have always 
sparked conflict, even 
leading to warfare and 
mass murder.” 

If Zachary’s school 
doesn’t teach young kids 
(or allow them to discuss) 
the truth about religious 
conflict in history, what 
exactly does it teach? 

I suspect that Zachary’s

school, like many public 
schools, is afraid to touch 
“religion” with the prover¬ 
bial ten-foot pole. Even 
when religion is men¬ 
tioned in the upper ele¬ 
mentary grades — holi¬ 
days, places of worship, 
and other basic facts — 
there is rarely discussion 
of the role of religion in 
society, for better and for 
worse. 

It may be uncomfortable 
and politically incorrect, 
but Zachary is saying 
what 4th and 5 th graders 
need to hear about one of 
the greatest challenges we 
face in the 21st century. 

“In the name of reli¬ 
gion,” Christians and 
Muslims are fighting in 
northern Africa; Sunni and 
Shiite Muslims are at war 
in the Middle East; 
Buddhists are attacking 
Muslims in Burma; 
extremists are perverting 
Islam to justify violence 
across the globe — and 
the tragic list goes on. 

As only a child can do, 
Zachary calls attention to 
the contradiction between 
the message of compas¬ 
sion found at the heart of 
the major world religions 
and the failure of many 
adherents to live that mes¬ 
sage in their relationships 
with people of other 
faiths. 

Fortunately, however, 
little Zachary is smart 
enough to recognize that 
there is more to the story 
— that religion can also 
be a force for great good 
in the world. 

Zachary ends his speech 
by telling us “religion pro¬ 
vides moral guidance for 
most of the seven billion 
people on the earth.” He 
quotes the admonition of 
Confucius: “Do not do to 
others what you do not 
want them to do to you,” 
an early version of the 
Golden Rule found in 
many of the world’s great 
faiths. 

“This world would be a 
better place,” writes 
Zachary, “if everybody 
followed that rule.” 

From the mouths of 
babes comes truth and 
wisdom.

Transparency a good step toward 
combatting human trafficking 


Certainly no one broke into 
applause when the first report on 
child victims of human trafficking 
was released last month. 

It presented a grim reality. In the 
four months from June, when a 
stronger human trafficking measure 
became law in Kentucky, to late 
October, 20 reports of human traf¬ 
ficking involving 25 children were 
recorded. 

They included children as young as 
1 who had been sold, usually for 
money or drugs, often by people 
entrusted with their care. 

As horrific as it is to contemplate 
these facts, knowing them is good 
and important. It is reason for 
applause that the long and hard effort 
by Rep. Sannie Overly, D-Paris, and 
others to protect the victims of 
human trafficking and punish the per¬ 
petrators is bearing fruit. 

It is impossible to address what 
isn’t acknowledged. The law’s provi¬ 


sion for an annual report changes 
that. 

Equally important, the legislation 
provides for more training for law 
enforcement and a path to provide 
treatment rather than prosecution for 
victims. 

Prostitution is a crime, and it has 
been common for women involved to 
be charged criminally, even if they 
have been coerced into the trade 

Training helps officers recognize 
the signs that human trafficking, or 
slavery, is in play. With that knowl¬ 
edge they are more likely to uncover 
the people responsible and prosecute 
them, connecting the victim to appro¬ 
priate services rather than putting her 
in jail. 

The law also allows police and 
prosecutors to seize and sell the 
assets of adults who sell children. 

The punishment hits at the economic 
motive behind trafficking, and the 
money raised is appropriately ear¬ 


marked to provide services for vic¬ 
tims. 

The Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services produces the annual report 
and is responsible for coordinating 
the efforts of its own agencies, pri¬ 
vate social services agencies, law 
enforcement and the courts. 

This first report details efforts to 
raise awareness of human trafficking, 
particularly among law enforcement 
agencies, and outlines further out¬ 
reach that’s planned. 

One likely result is that for the first 
few years that reports about human 
trafficking will increase. That’s what 
happens when things long ignored or 
misunderstood finally are acknowl¬ 
edged. 

However, Kentucky’s open-eyed 
approach and stronger sanctions are 
significant steps forward in protecting 
these vulnerable, exploited young 
people. That is something to cele¬ 
brate.

Lincoln school board makes staffing cuts

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County’s Board of 
Education has approved a 
tentative plan to save 
$270,000 next school year 
by cutting the equivalent of 
six full-time teacher posi¬ 
tions. 

The move is the first step 
in a larger plan to cut 
$500,000 from next year’s 
budget and a total of $1 
million from the budget 
over the next three years, 
Superintendent Karen 
Hatter said. 

The cuts are necessitated 
by simple math — the dis¬ 
trict is going to run out of 
money if it continues to 
spend at its current levels, 
Hatter said. 

’’We’re three to four years 
out ... based on our district 
auditor’s interpretations of 
our finances,’’ she said. ”He 
said we’re three to four 
years out from not generat¬ 
ing enough revenue to pay 
our expenses, from not hav¬ 
ing enough money in the 
bank ... you can’t spend 
more than you make.’’ 

Board members approved 
unanimously Tuesday night 
a new district staffing allo¬ 
cation formula and staffing 
allocation plan that raises 
the district student-to- 
teacher ratio for grades 4- 
12 from 24-to-l to 25-to-l. 

The student-to-teacher 
ratio for kindergarten and 
grades 1-3 would remain at 
24-to-l. 

’’The board does not take 
this lightly,’’ Board 
Chairman Jim Kelley said. 
”We know that we’re deal¬ 
ing with people and, in turn, 
we’re dealing with their stu¬ 
dents. So as Miss Hatter 
loses sleep in the night wor¬ 
rying about these things, 
we’re concerned about them 
also.’’ 

The net effect is the loss 
of the equivalent of six full¬ 
time teachers across the dis¬ 
trict, but actual changes at 
individual schools vary 
widely because of differing 
enrollments. 

Stanford Elementary 


School is slated to lose 2.8 
full-time teachers, while 
Lincoln County High 
School is set to lose 1.45 
teachers and McKinney 
Elementary will lose 1.3 
teachers. 

Waynesburg Elementary 
School and McGuffey 
Sixth-Grade Center would 
each lose half of a full-time 
teacher, and Hustonville 
Elementary School will 
lose .3 of a full-time 
teacher. 

Highland Elementary 
would gain half a full-time 
position and Lincoln 
County Middle School 
would gain about a third of 
a full-time position under 
the plan. 

Fort Logan High School’s 
and Crab Orchard 
Elementary School’s 


staffing levels would be 
unaffected. 

Based on the average dis¬ 
trict teacher’s salary of 
$45,000, school officials 
estimated cutting the six 
positions could save 
$270,000. Hatter said 
teachers who are cut will 
not be tenured and will like¬ 
ly make less than the aver¬ 
age salary but that when 
benefits are factored in on 
top of salaries, the savings 
will likely be about the 
same. 

The plan is a tentative 
allocation due by March 1 
to the school principals so 
they can begin to make 
plans, Hatter said. Further 
changes can still be made 
before the final allocation is 
submitted by May 1. 

Hatter said the board and 


school officials are still 
coming up with a list of all 
the ways in which the dis¬ 
trict could cut the addi¬ 
tional funds needed in 
order to reach $500,000 in 
savings. 

’’Part of what I’m trying 
to do is to listen to people 
about their ideas of where 
the cuts need to be made,’’ 
she said. ”We haven’t made 
those decisions.’’ 

Hatter said her goal is to 
have a decision made on 
the remaining cuts before 
April 1. 

She compared the district 
budget cuts to a crew right¬ 
ing the course of a ship 
headed for disaster. 

”If you say there’s an ice¬ 
berg out there and we have 
time to miss it, well, we’ve 
started turning and we have 


enough time to turn,” she 
said. "I’m not saying we’re 
going broke.” 

Hatter said the board 
opted for a ’’middle” 
approach to cuts, saving 
more cuts for down the 
road if federal and other 
sources of funding continue 
to stagnate. 

"I’m always shaky about 
making decisions (like 
this),” she confessed to the 
board members. "We don’t 
know exactly how much 
we’re going to have. We 
don’t know what our 
unforeseen expenses will 
be. We don’t know how 
much the federal govern¬ 
ment is gong to sequester. 
We don’t know when 
they’re going to say, ’We’re 
not paying that bill for 
you.’” 


Board member Denny 
Hogue said he was sad¬ 
dened that many who had 
learned of the cuts seemed 
more concerned about their 
own well-being than the 
well-being of the district. 

’’You can have a dissent¬ 
ing opinion — everybody 
is entitled to their own 
opinion — but if we’ve got 
everybody thinking about 
just themselves, it’s going 
to make it unsettling for 
everybody," he said. ”We 
can get through it and make 
it work, but we can’t if 
everybody is pulling apart 
instead of working togeth¬ 
er.” 

Before the board meeting 
ended, Hatter thanked the 
board for making a hard 
vote and paraphrased 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

"The best option is to 
make the right decision; the 
second-best option is to 
make the wrong decision; 
and the worst option is to 
make no decision at all,” 
she said. ”So I appreciate 
your support in voting for 
this. I know it’s hard, and I 
think we can take Mr. 
Hogue’s advice and get 
through this together." 

Since then... 

The board discussed 
making as much as 
$515,000 in cuts before 
approving a total of 
$445,000, with projected 
savings from other changes 
expected to make up the 
difference and provide the 
district with the half-mil¬ 
lion in savings it was look¬ 
ing for. 

The school district took a 
further hit on top of the 
local cuts thanks to the fed¬ 
eral budget cuts known as 
“sequestration,” which 
caused additional teaching 
positions to be lost from 
preschool and special edu¬ 
cation programs. 

The board also planned 
for as much as $1.6 million 
in cuts over the three-year 
period, instead of the origi¬ 
nal $1 million figure. 
Officials have yet to dis¬ 
cuss specific cuts for the 
next fiscal year.

The USDA-Natural 

Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS) in 

Kentucky is encouraging 
landowners, farmers and 
producers to visit their local 
NRCS office now to receive 
information and apply for 
conservation technical assis¬ 
tance and possible financial 
funding opportunities. 

The application process 
for NRCS’s conservation 
programs is continuous, but 
funding selections for spe¬ 
cific programs are made 
throughout the year. For the 
Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP) 
and Wildlife Habitat 
Incentive Program (WHIP) 
the first application cutoff 
period date for considera¬ 
tion for 2014 funds is 
January 17, 2014. 

Applications received after 
Jan. 17, 2014, will be held 
until the next application cut 
off period, which will be 
April 18, 2014. 

NRCS Acting State 
Conservationist Jack Kuhn 
announced this month that 
technical and financial 
assistance is available to eli¬ 
gible applicants for the 
EQIP. EQIP is a conserva¬ 
tion program that provides 
financial and technical 
assistance to farmers and 
ranchers who face threats to 
soil, water, air, and related 
natural resources on their 
land. Through EQIP, NRCS 
develops contracts with 
agricultural producers to 
voluntarily implement con¬ 
servation practices. Persons 
engaged in livestock or agri¬ 
cultural production and 
owners of non-industrial 
private forestland are eligi¬ 
ble for this program. 
Eligible land includes crop¬ 
land, pastureland, private 
non-industrial forestland, 
and other farm or ranch 
lands. 

EQIP offers several 
National and State 
Initiatives which include the 
Mississippi River Basin 
Healthy Watershed 

Initiative, Seasonal High 
Tunnel Initiative, Organic 
Initiative, On-Farm Energy 
Initiative, Wildlife 

Initiative, and Forestry 
Initiative. Interested land 
users should visit their local 
NRCS Office to find out 


what opportunities are 
available through each of 
these EQIP Initiatives. 

A second conservation 
program, WHIP, offers 
opportunities through the 
Working Lands for Wildlife 
(WLFW), which focuses on 
the recovery of certain at- 
risk, threatened or endan¬ 
gered wildlife species while 
helping other vulnerable 
and game species that 
depend on similar habitat. 
In Kentucky, the Golden¬ 
winged Warbler is the 
species of concern for parts 
of 12 Kentucky counties 
including Bell, Clay, Floyd, 
Harlan, Knott, Knox, 
Leslie, Letcher, McCreary, 
Perry, Pike and Whitley. 

“We’re urging producers 
to get their applications in 
as soon as possible to be 
considered for this year’s 
funding,” said Kuhn. 

All recipients of assis¬ 
tance are required to devel¬ 
op a conservation plan. 
Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conser¬ 
vation process. Landowners 
should work with a conser¬ 
vation planner to develop 
the plan based on the 
landowner’s operational 
goals to improve the pro¬ 
ductivity, sustainability and 
profitability of their opera¬ 
tion. The conservation plan 
will serve as a roadmap to a 
variety of technical assis¬ 
tance and financial assis¬ 
tance through EQIP and 
WHIP, as well as other 
options available to the 
landowner. “We’re getting 
back to our roots with con¬ 
servation planning,” says 
Kuhn. 

“Conservation planning is 
the vital first step in under¬ 
standing natural resources 
on your land, and also 
understanding how techni¬ 
cal and financial conserva¬ 
tion assistance can be incor¬ 
porated into your operation 
to help you help the land.” 
He added, “Now is the time 
to contact your local NRCS 
Field Office to develop a 
conservation plan.”
